He no ſooner 
Preſented himſelf to their Sight, but fixing his 
Eyes wholly on this fair Unknown, as the 
Load-ſtone of his Will, and Centre of all his 
Happineſs ; with a Rapture of Joy, he ſud- 
denly caſt himſelf at her Feet, embracing her 
Knees, with a ſtrange Emotion of Spirit : O my 
divine Princeſs, ſaid he ; Beantiful Cauſe of all 
my AMisfortunes, and cruel Original of all my 1i- 
ſeries !

- Alt this time, a wavering Colour often went 
and came in her Cheeks, that ſhe became ſtiff- 
ned with Aﬀtoniſhment, as if ſhe had been Pla- 
vet-ftruck ; but at laſt, calling back that Aſſu- 
- rance, her ſudden Surprizal had fequeſter'd :

ſter of Death unſheath'd, but giving a grievous 
Shriek, ſhe fell into a deadly Swoun. When 
ſuddenly caſting his Eyes about, he ſaw this

For my (elf, I'll pay my Reſpeits with as 
chaſte a Zeal, as we pay our Devotions to the offen-

_. Orſamus, whio was an Auditor, and Spe- 
ftator of the Diſcourſe, that paſs'd _ 
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the Pirate and Cynthia, was tranſported 
with Raviſhment, when he underſtood, that 
ſhe was his Preſerver. May, ſaid he, ſince my 
Life is not indifferent to my fair Divinty, Pf

ly effefted it, had not your prodigious Beauty aiſap- 
Fointed my Deſiens, Aud for your Liberty, How 
| can 
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can you account it a Reſtraint, when your Faylor is 
become your Slave, and your Guardians, your offi- 
cions Servants? Abate but our Separation , and 
your Deſires cannot name another thing, ſhou'd meet 
my Refuſal. If once I be ſo happy, to attain the 
Shear of Norway, whither I intend, in a few days, 
70 g0, DIl ſpend the Reſidue of this wretched Life at 
your Feet, and never paſs the Dangers of this un- 


certain Element any longer. Here he continued fi- 


lent, leaving Cynthia in a Maze at the Diſcovery 
of his Paſſion ; yet being oblig'd to reply, ſhe 
return'd this Anſwer. Sir, your reſpettive ſage 
cond not give me more Satisfattion, than your un- 
pleaſant Diſcourſe gives me Diſcontent, ſince you 
take away the Hopes of my Liberty, in denying my 
Ranſom.

when 1 cannos love. Saying this, ſhe left him, 
and retir'd to her Cabbin. 

_ Mean while, the Pirate ſtood like one tranf- 


. form'd with her Anſwer. Yet, not minding to 


deſpaiy for the firſt Repulſe, when he had the 
Perſon in his Power : , So that, recolleCting his 
Spirits, he went immediately to give Orſamms a 
Vifie; whoſe Wounds, by this time, were rea- 
Jonable well recover'd. After Salutations paſt, 
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he began almoſt in the ſame Form, to reveal 
his Love, as he had done before to Cynthia ; 
deſiring him to be his Aſſiſtant to his Siſter, 
who proteſted, never to diſpoſe of her elf, 
without his Conſent ; promiſing him, in Re- 
compence, to give him his Freedom ; or if he 
wou d accompany him to Norway, ample Re- 
venues, wWherewithal to ſubſiſt during Life.

Oh, welcome Diſ- 

aſters, that have cngag'd my deareſt Cynthia to pi- 

ty me! O unkind Wounds, that detam me from 

paying my Adorations to ſo ſweet an Object | 

' Hepaſt away his tine in ſuch pleaſing Tranſ- 

ports, ever fancying the Idea of his faireſt Cy- 

 thia before his Eyes, that all other Thoughts 

were hulh'd in Silence, and his Contentment 

ſeem'd perfect in the heighth of his SatisfaCtion. 

Whether his Wounds receiv'd Addition from 

the Temperature and Quietneſs of his Mind, I 

cannot tell; but in two days time, he found 

himſelf ina Capacity to viſit his deareſt Phy ſi- 

clan. Which being made known unto the Pi- 
rate, \ the more to oblige Cynthia, he intended to 
preſent him unto her himſeltf. 

*T was about the time that Phebus had climb'd 
unto his Mid-day heighth, and began to drive 
- his Chariot to the Weſtern Seas, when Or/amus 
| accom- 
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accompany'd him to Cynthia's Cabbin. They 
found her ſitting in the moſt diſmal part of the 
Room, very diſconſolate, accompany'd only 
with a mournful Silence. At their firſt En- 
trance, the Pirate ſaluted her in this manner :

O my deareſt Prin- 
ceſs ! I dye daily, and every Moment begets dew 
Death. If your Anger has prepar'd me a Cortfem- 


nation, I will receive the fatal Doom from your 


Momh, with a perfe&t and entire Obedjence, Be- 
Geve it, Orſamus (reply d ſhe) you will n9t ob- 
rain that ſo eaſily, as your Imagination flatters you 


nenher, perhaps, has my Severity proceeded from - 


the ſame Cauſe, as your Opinion has taken it. No,

gotten a Saſpicion in him, of what indeed was | 
true ; and my ſudden Sickneſs, ſeconded with | 


a$ quick a Recovery, did confirin him : So that 
ſeeing me well recovrer'd, and almoſt in as good 


a State of Health, as when I firſt fell ſick, he 


began his Diſcourſe to me in this manner, 

Sor: ( ſaid he) your ſudaen Health cannot give 
#76 more Foy,” than the extraordinary Cauſes pive 
me Suſpicion, left in your Carriage, which hath been 
ſo reſerv'd and ſhy to me, you ſhou'd att any thing 
which ſhowd fall contrary to my Intentions and De- 
fires.

fron. Yes, Sir, I do love, and with that Ardour 
and Affetion, with that Conſtancy and Fidehty, 
as Death cannot avert my Inclinations : And ſhow'd 
you make a Separation, or imagine an Alteration ; | 
Know, Sir, my Vows are regiſter d in Heaven, | 
with the divine Deities ;, which if you once endea. 
vorr to violate, expet# the Puniſhments may attend 
your Endeauours, You may command my Life, 
ruce you gave it me ; but not my Soul, it is a Gift 
of the Gods. Neither 1s my Love fix*d on ſo mean

This Diſcourſe, utter'd with as much Bold- | 
neſs as Confidence, began to raiſe a Storm in 
my Father's Countenance ; for the Form of his 
Viſage began to over-caſt with Frowns, and all 
his Actions became clouded over with Anger :

Such was the 
End of this true and faithfnl Servant, which 
though nameleſs, bears a great part in this 
Tragick Story, and at laſt ſeal'd it with his 
Blood. Sn | 
I no ſooner ſaw him departed away,but draw- 
ing my Sword, intending to have pierced my 
Heart, ſo to end my preſent Miſery, and the 
thought of worſe to come ; but being'perceiv- 
ed by ſome Officers of the _ which were 
preſent at this Relation, ſuddenly they re- 
ſtrain d mefrom being my own Murtherer, and 
by force, taking my Sword from 'me, they 
 convey'd me to my Cabbin, as a frantick and 
_ deſperate'Man ; but fir removing from thence 
_ all things wherein there lay any thought of 
Danger ; appointing my 'Phy fician, and four 
men beſide to attend me ; and gathering toge- 
ther in Council, they agreed to ſtear their 
Courſe towards the Kingdom of Aorway,which 
lies near the frozen Zone, the rather, be- 
cauſe they had heard that my Grand-father was 
a man of great repute in thoſe Farts ; and for 
that reaſon they did all concur, like the Heart 
of one man, in their Refolves and Opinions of 
going thither. Away we went forth of. the 
Mediterranean Sea, and paſs'd the Streights of 
Gibralter, or Hercales Pillars, touching at _ 
5 | | - Iſl 
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Ifle of Cadez, and taking in freſh Water and 
Victuals, needful for ſo long a Voyage, we 
teft the African Shore a ſtern, and faiPd: away

It won'd be too tedious to give you a Rela- 
tion over what Seas we paſs'd, and how many 
Dangers we eſcap'd, ſailing over mighty Wa- 
ters, where the Waves; like Mountains, did 
almoſt lift us up to the Skies, and then again. to 
caft us into a Valley, like the Jaws of Death, 
ſo that the Death we did fly from, did ſeem to 
meet us, and that which we wou'd-have ſhun'd, 
began wo overtake 'us z but by Heavens Qrdi- 
nance, which wou'd not permit my wretched 
Life ſhon'd ſo end, we eſcaped theſe fearful and 
dreadful Dangers, "and were preſerv'd free from 
Shipwrack ,. "where every Wave threatned 
Ruine, and.every Storm Deſtruction, ſo that at” 
laſt we arriv'd ſafely at where calt- 
ing forth our Anchors, and furling our Salls, 


. we went aſhore, where we ſoon found the great 


alteration of the Climate, and the bad Exchange 
we had made, in forſaking Sicilia, our native 


"Country ; where Flora did keep a m— 


Spring, and Phebrs, with his Rays, a continua 
Summer 5 where Bacchus kept his Vintage, 
and Ceres a perpetual Harveſt 3 the Trees and 
Ground 


| Diſaſters. 
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Ground being always adorn'd with the ſweeteſt 
Garb that Summers Livery wears ; mten here, 
for a greater Curſe. and Torment, _ found the 
Earth diſrob'd of all that we eſteem pleaſant 
and rare ; and inſtead of a lovely Green, cover- 
ed over with Hills of Snow ; the Trees,inſtead 
of. Fruit, bore lficles 3 and the Air, inſtead of 
a mild Temperature, | was Cold and piercing, 
always clouded with Snow, accompanied with 


the fierce and bluſtering North Wind ; we left 


a Heaven to purchaſe a Hell ; yet the thought 
of ſafety ſounded ſweet in the midſt of all our 
Here-we found a ſecure Retreat, 

which was freely granted unto us, by the then 
Kiog of Norway; but that way all we cou'd pur- 
chafe, for my Grandfather was dead many 
years before, and hearing no news of my Fa- 
ther, imagining him to be dead, when, by his 
ptmoſt diligence, he cou'd hear no Tidin gs of 
bim,bequeath'd, and gave his Eſtate to his Near- 
eſt Relations and Kinſmen, and they again to.

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I verily believe, if King Tancredus and the 
Earl of Palermo had known of-my being there, 


my own Ruine, ha 


they wou'd ſcarce have made ſo long and dan- 
gerous a Journey after me, but wou'd rather 
have accorded to have let me live in this Coun- 
try, ws being a greater Puniſhment than a fud- 
den Death; ſo that I need not have given the 
King of Norway the trouble to protect me in 
his Dominions; the very Coldneſs of his Coun- 
try, and the'dangerous Seas that lay betwixt 
Sicilia and this Place, were of force enough for 
our Safety. | | 

But Life alone, without a Livelihood ro 
maintatn 1t,1s a continual Death ; and I think, in 
this diſtraCtion of Spirit, 1 ſhou'd have courted 
| d not my Concernments for 
my poor men,retarded me from it ; I cou'd not, 
without great lngratitude, leave theſe poor 
men, who had fo willingly made themſelves 
Companions in my Misfortunes, and forſaken 
thejr own Country, for my proper [Intereſt ; a 
Prey to Caſualties and Diſaſters of a ſtrange 
Country, ſo to perifh.in an unknown Land. 
When 1 conſider'd their 'Condition, my Bow- 
els yearn'd, with the Imagination of their future 
Miſery 5; we ſtay'd there about five months, 
and aff the Wealth 1. did injoy.: ſerv'd only to 


| fefray our Charges, fo that our Condition, as 


T imigin'd, was paſt hope of cure, and Neceſ- 
ſity began ſo much to ſtraitten me, that 1 had 


' nothing left, wherewithal to maintain almoſt an 


hundred men, being all the Remainders of two 
hundred, 
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hundred, the reſt pertſhing in the late Fight: 
Now nothing remain'd but the bare and.intire 
Ship. Want inforc'd me to offer it to Sail; the 
poor men hanging down their Heads, with the 
ſenſe of Sorrow, in expectation of their future 
Condition, which they apprehended was very 
' Nearat hand; none offer'd to object againſt the 
Propoſal I had made, for nature call'd to be ſa- 
tisfi'd,, and Hunger., more ſharp than the 
Sword, in this cold and miſerable Country, 
wou'd not admit of Reaſon to capitulate of any 
thing but the time preſent z many Merchants re- 
ſiding there, offer'd to buy it, but we cou'd - 
not ſuddenly agree of the Price, we were un- 
willing to ſell all the Hopes we had now lefr,-at 
a lols. ER 

We were in this deſpairing Condition, when 
a.ſtrange Man, or rather a Monſter of men ac- 
coſted us ; his Stature was Tall, his Body Big, 
proportionable to his Heighth, his Looks very 
grim and fierce, his Hair dangling in Curls on 
his Shoulders, like wreath'd Snakes 3 his Beard 
long and peaked, his Mouth big, his Noſtrils 
wide, his Noſe ſharp, his Face wrinkled, yet his 
Eyes darted Fire; his Cloathing was made of 
Bears Skins; his. Cap was made of a Tigers z 
after a marvellous deform'd manner,he came to- 
wards me, witl; a grave and folid Pace, and 
ſtanding ſtill a little time, firſt viewing mez 
then caſting his Eyes on my Men, after a while, 
he thus beſpake me. Sir, Were there not 
Graves enough in Sicilia, but you muſt needs bring

the Snow ,. which covers all this Country ? 
marvel not, that I fay Sicilia, for 1 can re- 
late your deepeſt Secrets, which occaſion'd you 
r0 abandon your Country, to retire your ſelf to this 
miſerable Place, where Famine 15 ready to ſeize on 
you all ; let your Folly proceed no farther, as to 
make Sale of your Veſſel, for with that you make Sale 
of your Lives; 1 know you will plead Neceſſity as 
your Excuſe, but that ſhall be ſuddenly remedicd by 
e; let your Men go aboard your Veſſel, and expett 
he Iſſue, and about the Hours of Eleven and Twelve 
at night, fail not to meet me here exattly; This 
faid, away he went; leaving me in amazement at 
'his Diſcourſe, yet hoping the beſt, and deſirous 
_ to ſee the end, Lrequelted my men to goaboard, 
which accordingly they did. 
- The appointed Hour being come, and the 
Time drawing near, and [ accordingly attending 
atthe Place nominated z when after a ſmall ſtay- 
ance, by the glimmering Light of the Stars, 
which ſhine very bright in theſe Northern 
Parts; I con'd perceive one making up towards 
me, and when the Diſtance began to grow leſs; 
between us, I ſoon diſcetn'd it to be the ſame
